A rran gem en ts A ll M ade for D rivin g the 
L ast S p ik e on Saturday. 
S an F rancisco. December 4th.—[Special.] 
F. L. Y anden berg, Superintendent of the 
Southern Pacific’s telegraphic lines, lias ar­ 
ranged to connect the driving of the last 
spike of the California and Oregon Railroad 
with the telegraphic wires over the entire 
Pacific coast. 
The last spike will be driven by Colonel 
C. F . Crocker at Ashland, Or., at half-past 
2 o’clock on Saturday afternoon, December 
10th. The wires running north to Portland, 
and south toSacram entoand San Francisco] 
will be connected with the hamm er, so that 
when the blows are made on the spike 
(which latter will also be connected with 
the wires) the small towns along the coast, 
where the inhabitants may desire to make 
arrangements, may be connected with the 
electric current, which can be transmitted 
so as to ring beils and fire guns announcing 
the final completion of the great northern 
coast railroad. 
The driving will consist of three blows 
on the spike, at intervals of ten seconds, 
each blow closing the telegraphic circuit. 
As each blow is made and announced at 
the distant stations, the telegraphic m an­ 
agers will acknowledge the same, and after 
the third tap the word “ done ” will be trans­ 
mitted from Ashland notifying all points 
that that the great work has at last been 
completed. 
Superintendent Vandenburg has 
also 
sent out instructions to have all weather 
reports forwarded to him at Ashland early 
in the day, so that he may be enabled to 
better judge what arrangements it will be 
necessary lor him to make for a successful 
telegraphic transmission of the tact of the 
driving of the last spike. 
The initial train, with General Superin­ 
tendent Fillm ore and party will leave 
San Francisco at 4 o'clock on Friday after­ 
noon, and will reach Ashland about noon 
the following day. 
Many of those who took part at the 
driving of the last spike of the great over­ 
land road have made arraugements to be 
present on this occasion. A very pleasant 
time is anticipated by all.

Chairman Sonntag announced that Mr. 
Shirley's resignation had been accepted, 
and Director Devlin offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, declaring that in the 
resignation of W arden Shirley the State 
will lose the services of an officer whose 
official conduct has been signally hone3f, 
economical and intelligent.

W ash in g to n, December 
4th.—General 
Duane, Chief of Engineers, has sent Rep­ 
resentative Vandever the report Colonel 
G. H . Mendell made November 8th, on the 
improvement of the harbors of Southern 
California. 
Meudell saj’s San Diego is the 
only harbor on the southern coast that 
gives a safe haven to deep-sea vessels. 
Among the roadsteads best known is that 
at San Pedro Point, where the Southern 
Pacific Railroad first touches the Pacific 
coast. 
Loading is now done by lighters, at 
great cost. If there was a good harbor at 
San Pedro, he says, it would be much the 
shorter and easier line of overland trans­ 
portation to the waters of the Atlantic for 
Asiatic commerce than San Francisco, hut 
until vessels can come to dock and dis­ 
charge c&cgoes in the usual way Asiatic 
commerce will not take that route. 
Mendell says that San Diego harbor is 
only ninety miles from San Pedro. It is 
capacious, 
and 
favorable—in point of 
depth—to sheltering any commerce. 
It is 
questionable whether it is desirable to 
spend any considerable amount of money 
to make an artificial harbor at San Pedro. 
At the same time, Colonel Meudell recom­ 
mends San Pedro as worthy of improve­ 
ment, and asks an appropriation of $40,000 
for a prelim inary survey.

CONGRESS. 


P rop osed A d op tion o f N ew R u les to F a ­ 
cilita te L eg isla tio n . 
W ashington, December 4th.—It has been 
customary to devote one day of the first 
week of the session to the introduction of 
hills. 
Many of the most experienced Con­ 
gressmen are of the opinion that it should 
be abolished, and probably an effort will 
be made to prevent the introduction of 
bills until Speaker Carlisle shall have an­ 
nounced his committee appointments. The 
Speaker has already begun to sketch out 
the organization, hut owing to the dose di­ 
vision of the new house on party lines, and 
the large num ber ol new and untried mem 
bers, it is probable that the work of select­ 
ing committees will occupy Speaker Car­ 
lisle’s time nearly up to Christmas. Mean­ 
while no legislative business of importance 
can be done. 
A strong effort will be made to have a 
rule adopted to prohibit the introduction of 
private hills in open House, and require 
that all measures shall reach the appropri­ 
ate committees through the medium of the 
petition-box. This would effect a saving 
of time to the house and expense to the 
Government. 
At present 1,900 copies are printed of 
every bill introduced. Should the proposed 
rule be adopted, no private bill will be 
printed until it is acted upon by the com­ 
mittee and reported to the House for con­ 
sideration.

December 4th.—Senator 
Stanford, in conversation with several gen­ 
tlemen on the subject of California’s w a'er 
supply, expressed the opinion that national 
legislation m ight be required to preserve 
the water that now ilows from the moun­ 
tain streams. 
The Senator's idea was 
that it might be well if Congress cede to 
the State of California all public lands 
3,000 feet above the level of the sea. that 
the State might preserve the forests above 
that altitude, thus m aintaining the present 
rainfall and an equable distribution of 
water through its natural river courses. 
He feared that unlim ited cutting of the 
timber on public lands would so change 
the climate and meteorological conditions 
that the water supply would be impaired, 
and the rainfall would not be so general in 
theseason, or the m ountain streams retain 
their current of water for so long a time as 
at present.

Assembly was duly constituted to elect a 
President. 
Deputy Michelen, 
an 
irreconcilable, 
asked leave to make a motion, but the 
President refused to allow him to do so. de­ 
claring that the Assembly as an Electorial 
College. 
Paul de Cassagnac observed that the 
Assembly was sovereign. 
M. Gautier contested the competency of 
the President to limit the Assembly’s 
rights. 
President Le Royer replied : 11 I take m y 
stand on the Constitution.” 
M. Michelen wished to propose to revise 
the Constitution, but the President again 
declined to allow M. Mb uelen’s proposal to 
be made and the latter entered a protest. 
The m atter was then dropped. 


BALLOTING COMMENCED. 
Balloting for the election of President 
began at 2:15 p. m. At 4:15 the ballot closed. 
On motion of President l^e Royer, Congress 
adjourned until 4:45. 
The result of the first ballot w as: Sadi- 
Carnot, 303; Ferry, 212; General Saussier, 
148; De Freycinet, 76; General A ppert, 72; 
Brisson, 26; other candidates, 26. 
Before the second ballot w as taken m em ­ 
bers of the Left group held a meeting. 
Ferry announced his resolution to w ith­ 
draw in favor of Sadi-Carnot, and De Frey­ 
cinet tendered a sim ilar notification. A n 
order of the day was thereupon adopted 
declaring that the party applauded these 
natriotic acts of withdrawal, and at Ferry’s 
instance resolved to vote for Sadi-Carnot. 
CARNOT ELECTED. 
M. Sadi-Carnot has been elected Presi­ 
dent of the Republic. The ballot stood as 
follows: 
Sadi Carnot, 616, General Saus­ 
sier. 186; Ferry, 11: De Freycinet, 5 ; Gen­ 
eral Appert, 5 ; and Pratt, 1. 
Le Royer, on receiving the ballot returns, 
said : 
“ M. Sadi-Carnot, having obtained 
the suffrage, I proclaim him President of 
the Republic,” 
There was ail outburst of cheer in r, espe­ 
cially from the Left and Center. President 
Le Royer then declared the session closed. 
THE NEW president's REMARKS. 
In acknowledging the congratulations, 
President-elect Carnot said : 
“ I am filled 
with gratitude to the members of this as­ 
sembly, who, in uniting their suffrages in 
my favor, bore witness to the desire for 
peace and concord, with which republican 
France is anim ated. 
My dearest wish is 
that this great day may ever remain pres­ 
ent in our minds and hearts. 
It signifies 
that the representatives of France can be 
united. 
Their common efforts can and 
m ust be the upholding of the Constitution, 
assuring an active and stable working gov­ 
ernm ent capable of bestowing upon the na­ 
tion liberty at home and dignity abroad, 
with all the benefits which our country ex­ 
pects from the Republic. 
Once more I 
thank you. 
You may count upon my en­ 
tire devotion.” 
MILITARY HONORS. 
The President afterwards received Gen­ 
eral Lavocat, commanding troops at Ver­ 
sailles, who came with his staff to present 
his respects. 
Afterward Sadi-Carnot advanced to meet 
the representatives of the press desiring to 
congratulate him . He shook them warmly 
by the hand, and after giving them a copy 
of his speech said : 
" I feel confident that 
the press will do all in its power to tran­ 
quillize the public mind. 
Meanwhile a squadron of the cuirassiers 
was drawn up in the courtyard, and when 
the President came forth with the Ministers 
the troops presented arm s and paid him 
military honors. 
HIS ARRIVAL AT PARIS. 
P aris, December 4tb.—On his arrival 
here President Sadi-Carnot drove direct to 
the Elysee to take formal possession of the 
palace, but s-oon retired to his own resi­ 
dence, No. 25 Rue de Bgssines. 
The in­ 
habitants of that quarter speedily assem­ 
bled, and greeted the President with en­ 
thusiastic shou!3 of “ Vive Sadi-Carnot!” 
" Vive le nouveau President!” 
Sadi-Carnot appeared at the window of 
his house and said : 
" I give you hearty 
thanks, citizens, for this evidence of your 
sympathy. I beg you to prove by your 
calm demeanor and regard for order’that 
you are in truth worthy to have a repub­ 
lican government.'’ 
The speech was hailed with shouts of 
“ Vive la Republique.” 
SQUARELY IN OFFICE. 
Paris, December 4th.—President Sadi- 
Carnot was furiuaily installed in the Elysee 
Palace this afternoon, and later received 
visits from ex-President Grevy, M. Rouvier, 
President Pet tial of the Budget Committee, 
and other leading politicians. The Presi­ 
dent stated that it was his intention, after 
the new Ministry was formed, to a t once 
close the present session of Parliam ent 
until after the coming senatorial elections. 
THE CABINET. 
The resignation of the Cabinet, which 
followed the election of the new President, 
will to-night be placed in the hands of the 
President, and General Bruger will invest 
the latter witli the grand collar of die 
Legion of Honor, General Faidherbe pre­ 
siding at the ceremony. 
EVERYONE PLEASED, 
The newspapers of the city generally ap­ 
prove of the election of Sadi-Carnot, end 
consider it an augury of peace. Telegrams 
from the provinces, without exception, 
testify to the satisfaction felt at the result 
of the election. 
THE OLD CABINET. 
P aris, December 4th.—President Sadi- 
Carnot has requested the Ministry to rem ain 
in office for the present, for the dispatch 
of public business.

There runs a saying that “ the unex­ 
pected happens in France.” It lias proved 
true in this year of grace. 
It was wholly 
unexpected that such a crisis would he 
reached as to compel M. < rrevy to resign 
the Presidency. 
It was unexpected that a 
man would be chosen to succeed him 
whose political fame has not much ex­ 
tended beyond the confines of France. 
At 
this distance we really know little more of 
M. Sadi-Carnot than we could expect the 
French people to know of any one of a 
score of our average Congressmen. 
We 
can only hope that the right man has been 
called to the high trust. 
That he is not 
widely known is possibly in his favor. 
Men who have not been deeply involved 
in national politics, and are esteemed for 
strong personal traits of character, are 
sometimes the safest to choose to adminis­ 
ter national affairs. 
A man’s negative jk>- 
litical qualities are sometimes as useful to 
his nation, even more so often, than the 
positive and aggressive in more prominent 
figures. 
If the adage that the unexpected 
happens in France holds good, wc have 
reason to lielieve that the Republic will be 
preserved, since the expectation is so great 
that it will lie overthrown. 
The premoni­ 
tions of impending ruin really point to 
nothing definite to supplant Republican­ 
ism ; they quite as much indicate Monarch­ 
ism, or the Commune, or Anarchy, or 
Bourbon domination. 
Where the anti­ 
Republican seers are so much at fault that 
they 
dare 
not 
forecast 
any possi- 
tive 
outcome of the 
present unrest, 
the 
Republic 
must 
lie stronger than 
its enemies would have us believe. Our 
news from France, remarks the New York 
Tribune, has a strong English Havor, and 
with the English sympathy for the Or- 
leanists is undisguised. 
Their distrust 
and voiced fears, it adds, ought to give 
Americans a buoyant feeling of confidence 
that the French republic is not in so great 
a strait as is represented. 
Yet the Tribune 
will not deny that the situation is grave 
enough. 
While we need not despair of a 
republic being maintained in France, we 
should not underestimate the strength of 
the forces opposed to it. 
The most we know of M. Carnot, the 
new President, is that he is a Conservative 
in politics; a man not of strong views, bat 
of great caution, hut not caution that may 
amount to lack of vigor. 
He is not a 
brilliant man, but one who has convictions 
of what i- right, and will sufficient to 
stand by his belief. 
In fact that is to be 
said of President Carnot that might be 
said of hundreds of manly, quiet, con­ 
scientious 
government-serving 
citizens. 
Carnot comes, however, of a family of Re­ 
publicans. 
H e has served with ability as 
Prefect of the Department of Seine-Inferi- 
eure, Eure and Calvados. 
He went earlv 
into the National Assembly in 1871. but 
seldom mounted the tribune, or was heard 
in the political controversies. 
He came 
to the Chamber of Deputies in 1875 on an 
issue that put him in the position of an 
Uncompromising friend of the republic. In 
the Chamber he was heard from oftener. 
but 
never 
was 
involved 
in 
anv 
hot 
contests; 
a 
gravity

Information has been received from an 
eye witness of a perhaps fatal encounter in 
a saloon at Georgetown, El Dorado county, 
Saturday evening. There has been for a 
long time a feud between Frank Hollings­ 
worth, who is about 24 years of age, and 
his stepfather George Handy. On Satur­ 
day evening both were in liquor and met 
in a saloon. Handy remarked to Hollings­ 
worth, “ Iaiu Killy the 1‘irate, and have 
the tools to do it.” 
Hollingsworth stepped up to him and 
said “I suppose that's meant for me.” 
Handy replied : “Don’t you touch me or 
I will kill you.” 
Hollingsworth advanced at once and 
struck Handy, just hitting his head and 
knocking him down. They then clinched 
and had a rough and tumble combat, dur­ 
ing which Handv struck Hollingsworth 
with a dirk knife, driving the blade oyer 
two inches into his head, just back of the 
ear, the blade breaking of and remaining 
there. Hollingsworth meantime, and fol­ 
lowing the stab, continued to pound and to 
stamp upon Handy with his feet until they 
were pulled apart, and Handy carried 
away, apparently about dead, into another 
room. 
11 was then for the first timediscovered that 
part of the knife blade was still in Hollings­ 
worth’s head. An elfort was made to ex­ 
tract it with fingers, but it was so solid that 
pincers had to be obtained and it was 
drawn out. 
It had not struck, apparently, 
a vital point, but only serve 1 to increase 
Hollingsworth’s rage, and he made a des­ 
perate efiort to again get to Handy, and 
while being restrained 
by bystanders, 
struck right and left, knocking seven men 
down in this branch of the melee.

then rushed into B. F. Shepherd's store 
and broae into a show case containing 
revolvers, and taking one began ransacking 
the premises for cartridges to fit the wea­ 
pon, but found none and was soon made 
quiet.

B e t . A . S . B ell, o f C hicago, L ecture» th e 
Y outh o f S acram en to. 
Yestenflay afternoon the rooms of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association were 
well filled with young men. It was not 
a gathering of men, but of young mem 
much tLfe larger part of the audience being 
composed of young men from 10 to 35 years 
of age. They were clean-cut men too, and 
from outward indications one would say 
the maj(*rity of them had plenty of back­ 
bone. 
The 
cause 
of 
this 
gathering 
was a desire 
to 
hear A. 
J. 
Bell, 
a well-kaown lay evangelist from Chicago, 
at present in our city. The exercises ot 
the h o u commenced with a song service j 
by the General Secretary of the Associa- j 
tion. There was no choir to do the sin g -. 
ing, but every man was invited and ex- j 
pected to sing, and judging from the vol­ 
ume of sound, nearly all present did so. ; 
The intr >luctory prayer was offered by Rev. ; 
Thomas Filben. 
After a few notices by 
the Secretary, Mr. Bell was introduced, 
life is a fine, well-preserved man of 
apparently fifty years of age, though it 
was lear led from his address later that he 
is much older. 
He would pass readily for 
asuccesstul business or professional man, 
there being nothing ministerial in his ap­ 
pearance or style. 
He is thoroughly prac­ 
tical and evidently understands how to 
interest young men. 
In beginning his 
address, whicli partook largely the form of 
a familiar talk, he referred to his long con­ 
nection with Young Men’s Christian Asso­ 
ciations, and as a consequence how pleased 
he was to address young men. 
Taking as 
his them e Psalm cxix : 9, “ W herewithal 
shall a young man cleanse his way ? By 
taking heed thereto 
according 
to thy 
word.” H e read Proverbs ii. to show how- 
practicable God’s 
word 
is, 
and how 
it is 
adapted 
to young 
men. 
Read 
Proverbs i. to xvi. and follow the precepts 
contained therein and you will come out 
young men of whom every one will be 
proud. 
God’s word 
is 
adapted 
for 
men in every condition 
of 
life. 
It 
gives 
a 
man 
backbone 
and 
en­ 
ables him 
to withstand 
temptations 
to which he is exposed. 
Amidst the diffi­ 
culties and sorrows of life, this word if 
studied and put into practice, will help 
every man. Mr. Bell gave a brief sketch 
of his own life, showing how in his early 
manhood he had accepted this word of 
God as his guide, and how it had enabled 
him, am id the rough scenes of a mining 
camp in Colorado, on the frontier where he 
had not seen a white woman for over six 
months, and amid the polished society of 
the nation's capital during the troublous 
times of the war, to stand firm to his prin­ 
ciples, and whilst others went under he 
enjoyed prosperity. 
H is experience as 
sttrvej’or and mining engineer proved to 
him that if a man will take God’s word as 
his guide, it will preserve him from all 
evil. “ Young men just entering into life 
take this word as your guide. If its teach­ 
ings are followed it will prevent you from 
falling into evil habits, and it is far easier 
to prevent a young man falling into 
and giving way to his passions than to re­ 
form him when he has done so. Above all 
take the perfect man, Christ Jesus, for ex­ 
ample. He is a splendid example of true 
manliness. 
Take Hitu as your Savior, 
guide and friend and you will do well.” 
Mr. Bell’s address was full of appropriate 
illustrations, tender 
pathos 
and well- 
adapted to his audience. The majority of 
the young men present remained to an 
after meeting led by Mr. Bell, in which 
numerous testimonials were given to the 
value of God’s word. 


FILLFNG CHIXA SLOUGU. 


R eason s W hy th e P eo p le Should V ote for 
th e Tax T o-d ay. 
E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : The Improvement 
Association should abolish the sub-com­ 
mittee on the filling of China slough. 
First—If the vote to-day is in favor of 
the tax the services of the sub-committee 
will be required no longer. 
Second—If the vote is against the tax 
then it would be improper for the Associa­ 
tion, as such,to consider again the question, 
because— 
1. No process of law can compel the 
owners of these lots to fill them to the high 
grade ; the lots must be taken (a) arbitra­ 
rily by condemnation, or (b) by purchase 
after haggling; and a negative vote to-day 
will be a rebuke to the Association for 
present and fuiure interference with the 
question of condemnation. 
2. 
I f a proposition is hereafter raised to 
purchase these lots then suspicions of job­ 
bery will easily attach to all who shall ad­ 
vocate it, for the price would have to be a 
m atter of amicable agreement between 
buyer and sellers, and would probably be 
made high enough to pay some expenses 
for carrying the proposition, while tc-day 
it is certain that money will be used, if at 
all. only to secure the defeat of the tax. 
Finally it is suggested to the voters: 
First—That these lots will never he 
cheaper and that the city can never buy 
with less suspicion of jobbery than under 
the process ot condemnation. 
Second—That any scheme for the tilling 
of the slough (and it will require clearly 
the obtaining of this land) will never re­ 
ceive so thorough an investigation as the 
present. Such future scheme would be 
discussed in the papers and, possibly, at 
one or two confused public meetings. 
Third—If this present scheme fails any 
future scheme will probably fail uuless 
money is used to secure its victory. 
Fourth—These lots produce a large rev­ 
enue to certain parties. Some of it is legit­ 
im ate and some is not. The recipients are 
opposed to any scattering of the Hock from 
whicli they get so much wool.
